Moon outlined the basic steps a 


Student alleging sexual 
harassment follows under the 
grievance procedures first, a 


grievance is filed directly with the 
CSUS Title IX Office or the Dean of 
Students and a determination is 
made as to what section of Title ix 
has been violated. A copy of the 
complaint is sent to the res- 
pondent (the alleged perpetrator) 
and the president of the university 
The respondent must answer the 
charges within five days. If he/she 
accepts the charges, an informal 
solution may be worked out — an 
agreement to eliminate the objec- 
tionable behavior, for example 
But if the charges are denied, the 
case will go before a grievance 
committee composed of two 
students, two faculty members and 
two staff 


The committee will review the 
case examining relevant 
documentation After the 
hearing{s) the committee will 
make recommendations to the 
president. The committee can dis 
miss the charges as unfounded or 
it can recommend disciplinary ac 
tion against the professor —- action 


ranging from a letter of reprimand 


ferminatior 

The president may accept, re 
ject or amend the committee 
recommendations and will advise 
the grievant and respondent of his 
decision. This decision is final, as

Each of the professors who 
spoke maintained Carter's 
recommendation for the draft may 
have been a pitch to strengthen his 
re - election campaign.

The survey forms, sent to 
Students with class schedules in 
mid - January, are completed and 
mailed directly to a computer at 
Cal Trans where they are 
processed and matched with those 
Naving similar schedules and 
home locations 

Last fall fewer than 80 car poois 
resulted from the program, due 
largely to a late start and problems 
in Organizing those who res-

Pakistan - born Raza says politics factor in invasion

A desire to test the resolve of the United States 
coupled with economic and political factors, led to 
Russia's decision to invade Afghanistan according

Soviet republics more or less alone,” Raza con- 
tinued, noting that Soviet Mosiems still retain 


traditional dress and religious cutoms 

“If you establish a government which ig very ar- 
ticulate and becomes very vocal in the movement of 
islam, it will, through their broadcasts and cultural 
exchanges, unhinge the control of Russia on the 
Mosiems,” Raza added. 

In addition to this internal political situation, Raza 
said Russia is now attempting to become an Asian as 


well as a European power. 


“They have all kinds of reasons (to invade 
Afghanistan) and they are aiso testing the strength 
and resolve of the United States and the West 
generaily,” Raza added. “From their point of view 
this is mot just an excursion. The domination of 
Aighanistan will bring them closer to their historical 
dream — intimidating the nations of the Middle East 
and Near East. They would have tested the mettie 


and resolve of the United States and would have 


found it wanting.” 


Raza, commenting on the economic impetus to 
the invasion, said Russia will face manpower shor- 
tages in the near future. He added that a “con- 
siderable portion” of Russia's foreign exchange ear- 
nings come from the export of oil. 

“In the next g'x to eight years Russia will need to 
import oil,” Raza predicted. "Where will that oii come 
from? Most logically it will come from the Middie 


East, which is next door.” 


Raza said Russia could create trouble for Pakis- 
tan and Iran through the Baluchi populations those 
countries share with Afghanistan. The Baluchi 
Population in each of those countries is 1.5 million in 
in tran and 600,000 in 


Pakistan, two million 
Afghanistan according to Raza. 


“It will create trouble both tor iran and Pakistan. Mii 


so happens that they are abie to break Baluchistan 


vein of oil.” 


(Baluchistan sits right on the port of Gwadar on the 
Indian Ocean) they wiil sit on a warm water port and 
that's what they have been wanting since the time of 
the Czars,” Raza added. “They will sit on the jugular 


Raza said historically Pakistan has considered In- 
Gia to be the biggest threat to its security. However, 
Russia, with its troops 10 kilometers from Pakistan's 


border, is the immediate threat according to Raza.

Editor's Note: Professor Hughes teaches a course 
utled “Soviet Foreign Policy” in the CSUS 
Government department 

The Afghanistan crisis neatly illustrates the effect 
domestic considerations have on the foreign policy 
of superpowers as well as the primitive understan- 
ding each side has about influencing events outside 
their borders 

To ancitipate any Nixon - like critics, “let me make 
it perfectiy clear” what follows is not an excuse for 
Soviet policy in that area of the worid, but an effort to 
explain its intended purpose and apparent failure 


The southern rim of the Soviet Union contains | 


upward of 50 million Mosiems who have greater 
religious freedom than worshippers of the Orthodox 
faith elsewhere. Marxism prociaims its atheistic 
intentions but the hoid of religion on these peoples 
and a rate of population increase higher than the 
Soviet average, has become more frightening to 
Soviet leaders since the advent of the fun- 
damentalist Mosiem uprising in tran 

My colleague Mansour Farhang, now Iranian Am- 
bassador to the United Nations, pointed out in 


August that the Ayotollah Khomeini represented a | 
far greater threat to the Soviet Union than to the | 


United States. Soviet aggression in Afhghanistan 
seems to prove his point If Khomeini were president 
of Mexico and Catholicism hostile to capitalism, we 
might better understand the Kremlin's concerns 
however objectionabie they may be 

From the Soviet perspective, the Afghan situation 
is parallel to Czechoslovakia in 1968 in a border 
State events were occurring which posed a threat by 
example to the adjacent Soviet population. In 1968 
the Czechs not oniy had a free press but were dis- 
cussing the possibility of a multi - party system 
which is anathema to Kremlin leaders 

The Soviet cover story that the security of their 
country was threatened then by West Germany was 
as patently faise as the excuse for intervention in 
Afghanistan now. But Sovie’ actions have already 
served to unite the Mosiem novement more than 
would have been expected and so the paranoia of 
the Kremlin is reinforced by its policies. Further 
President Carter now has a chance at re - election 


which public opinion in the United States indicated 
he did not deserve as late as October

The noon sally was, according 
to Woman's Study Professor Sally 
Wagner, organized by an “ad hoc 
group On Campus and in the com- 
munity.” She said the Feminist 
Woman's Health Center in Chico 
notified women's organizations 
Statewide of the ramifications of 
the Deukmejian opinion 
| A fiyer, posted in campus 
women's restrooms and elsewhere 
publicizing the test - in, called the 
attorney general's opinion 
“ridiculous.” According to the 
tiyer, if Deukmejian's opinion was 
upheld, many ciinics, health 
centers and family planning clinics 
would be unable to continue to 
Offer pregnancy testing. Alter- 
natives to such clinics would be 
testing from doctors which would 
cost more and therefore be tess 
accessibie The fiyer also said that 
it would decome illegal for anyone 
outside the woman's immediate 
family to heip her do her own 
pregnancy test

Wednesday's rally Wagner said 
the prognosis slide tests were ad- 
ministered and diagnosed by 
women who had experience giving 
the tests 

“it’s a simple procedure to ad- 
minister and it's also a simple 
process to read,” Wagner said “It 
doesn't take someone with a 
medical degree to interpret the 
tests." 

Dr. Suzanne Snivety, director of 
the CSUS student health center 
was slightly less convinced about 
the usefulness of any non - pres- 
Cription pregnancy test Snively 
said there is a “danger of 
somebody taking a test when they 
don't know the possibility of error 
and then going through an abor- 
tion procedure unnecessarily ” 


Snively said the pregnancy 
tests offered through health clinics 
are much more accurate with 
positive and negative controls 

Wagner informed the women in 
attendance that Deukmejian's 
Statement would severely hinder 
the rights women have to abortion 
“if women put off taking a 
pregnancy test or don't have the 
money to go to a doctor, it's going 
to hinder them in terms of both 
choosing to have an abortion and 
also in terms of choosing to con- 
tinue the pregnancy and get good 
prenatal care,” she said 

Wagner's speech expressed 
concerns for the effects that 
Deukmejian'’s opinion might have 
upon health centers throughout 
California Snively said in an inter- 
view that she understands how 
health centers and other clinics 
may be affected, but she added

Outstanding actors make ‘Crucible’ 
Students deserve recognition for superb production

Contrary to popular belief, it is 
possible to move in two directions 
at once 

The cast of The Crucible at 
CSUS' Playwrights Theatre this 
weekend proved just that. For 
while they traveled backwards in 


history, it was certainly a step 
ahead in terms of dramatic 
production 


Under the fine direction of Bob 
McFarland, the classic Arthur 
Miller play takes us back to 1692 
for the legendary Salem witchcraft 
trials. As such subject matter 
would dictate, the result is a highly 
intense drama wrought with con- 
tinual and perplexing conflicts 

* One conflict begins as soon as 
the play does. Little Betty Parris is 
s¥spected of being a witch She 
has been dancing naked in the 
f@rest, with 12 companions, they 
s@y. They say they have seen her 
fly Yet others attest to her in- 
nodcense 

. Thus begins a series of long, in- 
vOived struggles. The same con- 
flict recurs over and over again, but 
with different faces and names. To 
be or not to be a witch — that isthe 
question 

> Fortunately, however, it is not 
the only question. The Crucible 
ajso focuses on the inner conflict 
of the individuals — particularly 
that of John Proctor, the play's 
protagonist Not only is he in op- 
position to Reverend Parris, a 
sfaunch New Engiand minister, 
but he faces marital problems as 
wall. Plagued with guilt from past 
aétions, he is a man in search of his 
own identity. “God in Heaven, 
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what is John Proctor? What is 
John Proctor?” he pleads. 

Through these societal as weil 
as individual conflicts, The 
Crucible’s rather jarge cast of 20 
comes to life with unique 
Characterizations, The play 
presents its actors with quite a 
challenge, and the group meets 
that challenge with both skill and 
style 

While none of the actors were 
weak, several performances were 
notably strong Charles Moore's 
portrayal of Johrm Proctor was 
nothing short of brilliant. Brenda 
S. Haddix, as his wife Elizabeth, 
was equally superb. They worked 
very well together through a 
variety of scenes, but were par-

“From the Pakistani point of 
view, if you lonk at the situation 
from their perspective, they 
believe that America has not sup- 
ported Pakistan to the extent of the 
letter and spirit of that executive 
agreement, Razasaid “That isthe 
perception in Pakistan, not only its 
government They (Pakistanis) 
believe that the United States has 
not been even - handed in terms of 
their treatment of Pakistan visa 
vis India, which is of course their 
next - door neighbor.” 

Raza used nuclear development 
as an example of the uneven 
treatment given Pakistan com- 
pared to India..Last year, Raza 
said, India exploded a nuclear 
device. Pakistan, according to its 
government, is in the process of 
nuclear development designed for 
energy rather than weapons 
However, theU S government toid 


Pakistan to either stop its nuclear 
development or have all aid dis- 
continued 

Pakistan offered in a sense a 
very simple proposition that 
Pakistan would be willing to agree 
with the United States’ position so 
long as they asked india to do the 
same,” Razasaid “infact, Pakistan 
offered a proposal in the United 
Nations saying that the whole In- 
dian Ocean region should be con 
sidered as a non - nuclear region 
The United States’ position on this 
is that it isirrelevent what India has 
done 

Raza said because India and 
Pakistan are traditional enemies. it 
would not be in Pakistan s national 
interest to dismantie its nuclear 
program while India continued 
nuclear development

A report on the implementation 
of the Family Educational Rights 
and Privacy Act assures CSUS 


students “full access” to inspect 
and review their records, with 
limitations 


The report issued by Dean of 
Students Tim Comstock, states 
that effective Nov 19 1974, any 
person who is or has attended 
CSUS may review all records 
maintained by the university with 
stated limitations wit!\in 15 days of 
a student written request 

The limitations noted in the 
report that need not be released if 
used only for the purpose intended 
are

As a form of access control, 
only a designated records cus 
todian of each office may release 
contents of a file and must main- 
tain a list of all persons who have 
access. The custodian may release 
records without student consent to 
university officials including the 
university president, vice 
president, business manager and 
dean of students with a written 
Statement of the scope of access 
on file with the dean of students by 
Feb 15. 1975 and renewable an- 
nually 


The university and the univer- 
sity public safety department may 
release information from records 
to ‘appropriate persons” in case of 
an emergency to protect the health 


or safety of other persons, the 
report said 

Federal and State officiais con- 
ducting “official business” are 


allowed access without student 
consent, to data that does not per- 
sonally identity the student or their 
parents. Once used, the in- 
formation must be destroyed, the 
report added 

Students may consent to waive 
their right to access of their 
records The custodian of records. 
upon students request, must 
notify the student of ali names of 
persons making confidential 
recommendations or statements 
The waiver is valid only if in- 
formation is used solely for the 
purpose intended 

Students may chalienge any 
records kept on file by filing a 
petition of challenge to the dean of 
students 

Posting of student grades may 
not personally identify the 
students. Grades may be posted 
using test or social security 
numbers 

The complete report is 
published in the university 
bulletin, schedule of classes and 
university catalog. The notice is 
also posted in the University Lib- 
rary and the registrar's office

The south lawn of the University Union is not ex- 
actly like being under the big top. Yet, iast Friday, it 
was the site of the greatest show on campus with a 
spell - binding performance by the “World's Smallest 
Circus.” 

The Royal Lichtenstein Sidewalk Circus com- 
bines a unique biend of circus and theater with 
animal acts, fire eating, juggling, comedy and nar- 
rated mime. It is the realization of a childhood fan- 
tasy of circus director and ringmaster Nick Weber 

Weber has always been fascinated by the tantasy 
of the circus and calls it “the first passion of my 
heart.” A self - taught performer, he learned his craft 
through many years of practice and by observing 
other entertainers. “i go to more circuses in a year 
than the average person goes to movies,” says 
Weber 

Weber also has a theatrical background and has 
taught acting in Berkeley at the Graduate 


Theological Union and at a private high school in 
San Francisco. 
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primarily between 21 and 30) were able to view at 
arm's reach seven gyrating men 

The show opened with the rousing disco tune 
‘I'm Sleazy,” which featured five of Opal's boys 
dressed in leather jackets, white sleeveless T - shirts, 
Levi's and gold neckchains. They removed their 
jackets, but that was the extent of the stripping in the 
first number. 

Opal’s function on the midst of all these vocal 
women is to introduce the men, tell crude jokes and 
generally try to keep order. When the women in- 
vaded the stage after one number ended she an- 
nounced sternly into her microphone, “Sit down 
girls. The show isn't over.” She had the facade of an 
aged madame of yore, atrue mistress of ceremonies 

The next dancer, dressed as a gas station atten- 
dant, stripped down to the legal minimum: a highly 
elastic sequined bikini which barely covered the 
essentials, (depending on one's definition of essen- 


tial, of course.) 
By the time each of the seven 


men had done a solo strip. the 
audience had witnessed a true 
hodgepodge of masculinity 
White, brown and black skin, mus- 
tacshioed and ciean shaven 
wavy hair and straight hair, muscle 
- ladden and lean and lithe, hairy 
chests and smooth bodies, crude 
and suave, innie navels and outie 
navels it was all there in 
various combinations 

The main requirements for male 
strippers, aside from pleasing 
physique, seems to be the ability to 
locomote for three or four minutes 
to thumping disco music. and 
switch moves often enough to 
keep the ladies from getting bored 
The C Street audience was very 
vocal and screamed delightedly at 
push - ups, backflips, handstands 
isometrics, square dancing 
anything 

As the evening progressed the 
women in the audience became 
more bold and the men more wary 
One of the tricks of the stripping 
trade is the ability to gauge when 
to come in for a kiss, caress or 
dollar bill, and when to hightail to 
the other side of the stage to avoid 
the probing hands which were 
mining for gold. The women in the 
baicony had to be content with 
shouting endearments and throw- 
ing wadded up dollar bills on the 
floor 








“| decided to take to the streets with a show 
preferring the more open format of the circus over 
the theater,” he says. This circus was almost born 
here in Sacramento nine years ago. At that time. it 
was a one man show with Weber performing and 
developing his acts between Sacramento and the 
Bay Area 


Today, the circus is a four - man show with two 
dogs, a horse, a monkey and a cat. The troupe does 
200 shows a year performing almost every day for 32 
weeks. Transported in two large vans, the circus 
travels to the four corners of the country from Los 
Angeles to Seattie to Syracuse, New York to Boca 
Raton, Florida and performs in 41 states. Per- 
formances are given at colleges, grammar schools 
shopping centers and community celebrations 


Other than Weber, the circus’ personne! has 
changed periodically over the past eight years 
Some of the performers have been students in 
Weber's classes, and some have just seen the show 
liked it and literally run away to join the circus 
Weber's current cohorts are: Stephen Coyle, 
musician and mime artist f-om Santa Clara, Phillip 
Wellford, juggler from Sarasota, Florida and Larry 
Ryan, wire walker from Boulder, Colorado 

Weber contesses that he and his earlier partners 
were just fooling around when they named the show 
the Royal Lichtenstein Circus. 


But Weber is emphatic when he says, “It's the 
world’s smallest complete circus. Others claim to 
have the smallest, but in order to be a circus you 
have to have animais and perform within a ring.” 
(Circus is a Latin term meaning circle or ring.) 

The Royal Lichtenstein is a quarter - ring circus 
performing in a ring roughly one - fourth the size of 
the standard ring, which is 42.6 feet in diameter 

This circus may be small in size, but it is definitely 
Not small in entertainment 


These four men with faces painted white, wearing 
medieval jester suits and white tights are able to cap- : 
tivate their audience for a full hour. They begin with 
their unison announcement, “It's circus time with 
the Royal Lichtenstein Sidewalk Circus!” 

Ringmaster Weber takes command of the show 
and the audience by barking out the ground rules for 
watching the show. He first asks people to move in 
closer to hear better and assures them, “Don't worry 
tolks, we don't pick anybody's pockets in the first 10

The atmosphere was one of good times — an ex- 
Clusive clique almost — where the airls were having 
a night out and were damn well going to enjoy it 
Both Saturday shows were well - received. and 
Burlesque Productions, the official name of Opal 
and her entourage, will no doubt caravan out of 
Fresno several more times this year to perform in the 
capitol city. (Opal apparently works for a com- 
Dination strip - joint and pawn shop as best | could 
fathom.) 


Yes, Sacramento women are definitely ripe for 
this novel form of entertainment Neither sex, it 
seems, has a patent on voyeurism 


And Opal, who carefully foided the boys’ dis- 
carded garments, while unfolding the paper money, 
no doubt counted her hatched chickens all the way 
back to Fresno

Comedy is the dominant theme throughout the 
show. It is evidenced in skits such as a mime of a 
ludicrous magic act by Coyle and Weber in which a 
can of condensed milk is milked from the ringers of 
an inflated rubber glove 


in another skit, Wellford buys a head in a box ata 
fire sale and insists it's in such good condition that it 
still talks. (And it actually does talk when Weber puts 
his head into the pox.) Coyle accuses Wellford of 
ventriloquism at this point 

The animal acts feature a monkey named Miss 
Susie which walks the high wire, a cat which jumps 
through a flaming hoop and Dan, the horse which 
jumps through a hoop and is ridden by a dog. Dan 
stands about four feet high at the head, is described 
by Weber as, “ @ full grown, American miniature 
horse which got this way from smoking and from 
drinking too much coffee and booze." 


The individual talents of the performers are 
highlighted throughout the show with Weber eating 
fire, Wellford juggling up to five balls at once, Ryan 
walking the high wire forward and backwards and 
Coyle playing the ukulele and singing “Ain't She 
Sweet" as Dolly the elephant tandances. (Actuaily, 
Dolly ts Wellford and Ryan in an evepnant costume.) 

One of the highlights of the circus occurs when 
all four performers juggle three rings apiece and 
then start tossing therm to each otner in a display of 


timing and teamwork. At one point, Coyle and 
Wellford stand backside to backside juggling rings 
over their heads and exchanging them with 
other In reference to their proximate posteriorg, 
Weber proclaims, “You asked for it, you got it > 
cheek - to - cheek juggling.” 

The high - speed bantering laced with quips and 
puns keeps humor in the foreground and keeps the 
audience attentive 


After one of the acts, a little boy gets Weber's 
attention with a loud noise and a smile. Weber used 
the moment to poke fun at himself, the audience and 
Americans. He looks at the boy and says, “len't it 
stupid what people will do to get the Amescan 
public to watch them? isn't it stupid what the 
American public will watch?” ‘ 


However, Weber has a more philosophical 


viewpoint about the circus than his performance 
might indicate He says “The circus is a pretty free 
torm; it doesn't belong to anybody, and it doesn't 
necessarily mean anything But it does symbolize a 
lot of things — animals doing things that humans 
can do, and humans doing things that animele can 
do. It shows that everything doesn't have to be or-
